that so youcan see it is a marginal difference. We are
basically making a policy statement that, yes, Kearney State is
going to becone a part of the university and yes, since we are
going to divorce it fromthe state colleges so, therefore, e

shoul d start working on changing those tuition rates. Now to
give you a better illustration of what we are tal king about, if
you | ook at the right-hand side of this data, you will |gok at

particularly the percentage of the state colleges as it relates
to the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, at our tuition rates.
You can see the undergraduaterates at the state colleges are
mai ntai ned at a 75 percent above UNL'S isS, whereas UN-0 is a 93
now and because we did not increase themb5 percent this year it
isalittle less than that. Their undergraduate rates, | mean
their graduate rates is about 60 percent of what UNL's graduate
tuition rate per credit hour is. This amendnent, you woul d just
mar gi nal |y be changing Kearney's so jt js, it is marginally
above state colleges. As y~u can see if you do nothing it is
75 percent, the undergraduate tuition rate would pe 75 percent
at the university. Under this anendment it would 76 percent
next year and 79 percent the year after that. Now obviously the
forces at Kearney still would not |ike this amendment. The
difference between, another difference between this anmendment
and the last anendnent | introduced is this amendment would
allow them to keep the noney. go basically what you are doing
is you are increasing the dollars available to Kearney state
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
